by the present policy of moderate estimates. 
The Government could raise a revenue of LE. 
25,000,000 from Egypt. Enormous sums were 
undoubtedly raised in Ismail Pasha’s days— 
though the Treasury saw little of them—in 
the name of the State, with the result that 
when the crash came long years elapsed before 
the country recovered from the combined effects 
of extravagance and over-taxation. Another 
reason for moderate estimates advanced by Sir 
Vincent Corbett is the need of capital expendi- 
ture on irrigation, railways, and harbours. In 
most countries loans would be raised for these 
remunerative undertakings, but the peculiar 
political situation of Egypt has made it ne- 
cessary to provide the necessary funds out of 
the large annual sorplus to which we are 
growing accustomed. The Reserve Fund 
is therefore maintained by the yearly surplus 
revenue, a system which is economically 
unsound, but which has been rendered ne 
ceasary by political considerations. The Advise: 
remarks on this subject :—‘“The system 
economically unsatisfactory as the interest 
that can be obtained on gilt-edged securities 
in which the unexpended balance of the 
Reserve Fund is provisionally invested is little 
more than 34 7%. Had this money, as it was 
levied, been expended on remunerative works, 
orhad it been even left in the hands of the 
taxpayer, it might have been employed to ime 
finitely better advantage, while loans incurred 
as they are wanted might easily be made to 
yield a high return, of which some 3 404% 
would be interest on stock and the remainder 
clear profit.” 

The political events of the year are not 
discussed : their financial benefits are, how- 
ever, enumerated. We note a considerable 
increase of military expenditure, the perma- 
nent addition to the Budget of the increased 
charge for the additional British troops dis- 
patched to Egypt during the Akaba trouble, a 
reduced balance available for Eduéation and 
Public Works, and a considerable delay in the 
work of the Commission charged to prepare 
recommendations for improving the status of 
Government employés. We are none the less 
assured by some of the gentlemen whose lite- 
rary activity has helped to bring abodt this 
state of affairs that they are actuated by the 
most patriotic sentiments and a desire to lift a 
multitude of burdens from the labouring shoul- 
ders of their countrymen. We suppose we must 
take them at their word. Still their patriotism 
has proved expensive to the world in general. 


THE PLACE DES CONSULS. 


In a month's time the Alexandria Munici- 
pality will take over the Place des Consuls, 
and that fine site will be made an open “place” 
after the style of the Mohamed Aly Square. 
Before the massacre and bombardment the site 
was cocupied by the French Consulate, but for 
all these years it has remained utterly neglect- 
ed, excepting during the last summer, when it 
was rented for a considerable sum monthly as 
an open-air music-hall. One of the schemes pr 
posed is that the electric}tramway from Ram! eh 
should have a circular line round this square, 
which would be a useful terminus for that lin: 
in the heart of the city. It will eventually be « 
very fine site. On the west side there will be « 
pile of Government buildings, including the 
Alexandria Gouvernorat and other State offices. 
On the east side the French Consulate is to be 
built. The French Consulate about four years 
ago agreed with the Alexandria Municipality 
to submit to the French Government a propo- 
sal that the site of the Place des Consuls 
should be exchanged for a site for the consular 
buildings on the quay, plus LE. 14,000 for 
building a new Consulate, thus compensating 
the French Government for the difference in 
area between the two sites. After considerable 
delay due to formalities in passing the scheme 
through the two French Chambers, the French 
(rovernment asked L.E. 25,000 instead of L.E. 
14,000. We think that as the delay was solely 
due to othcial formalities it would have been 
far more dignified for the French Government 
not to have exacted the last pound of flesh in 
this bargain. Alexandria doubtless gains by 
having free ventilation from the sea into its 
very centre, but it somewhat surprises us that 
the French Government should make the city 
pay for delays for which it is in no wise 
responsible. ’

FINANCIAL ADVISER'S NOTE, 


The Financial Advieer, Sir Vincent Corbett, 
makes the following preliminery remarks in 
his Note on the Badget :— 

The Budget this year presents no sensational 
features and is marked by no new departare, 
Aboot onehalf of the large addition to the 
Expenditare side is ine to the inclasion for 
the firat time in the estimates of various items 
which were formerly either treated as sup- 
plementsry grants or not incladed in the ac 
counts at all. The larger fraction of the 
remainder is due to the special circumstances 
of the year, aod will e ther not be repeated, or 
not materially increased in the near featore. 

[t would be ont of place here to discuss the 
political aspects of the events which took place 
last eommer, bat the net financial resolt has 
been directly or indirectly to barden the State in 
the year now drawing to a close with a consider- 
able increase of military expenditare, and to add 
to the Budget of 1907 and succeeding yeers a 
permanent obarge of L.B. 44,000 for the rein- 
forced British Garrison, all ot whi'oh will na- 
tarally have to be sapported by the Ezyptian 
taxpayer. It bas redaced the balance available 
for Education and Pablic Works, ani inoident- 
ally it has caused most regrettable delay in 
the work of the Commission charged to prepare 
recommendations for improving thsstatas of 
Government employés; lastly, it has ahelved for 


reform 

Bat in spite of some adverse conditions the 
economic record of Egypt during the year bas 
been one of great—sven anprecedented - pros- 
perity. The Nile flood, which was low in 
1903-4-5, wae this year of average and sustain- 
ed volame, seni the area of antaxed (or 
“Sharaki’)land has been re joced toa minimum. 
The roling prices in cotton have been high, 
money has been plentifal and trade brisk.

9,00°,000, is heavily earmarked for indispens- 
able works to be carried ont in the next few 
years. It is therefore imperative that, in fram- 
ing the estimates, the outmost pradence 
shoald be observed, in order that, even ina 
moderately bad year, there should be no deficit, 
and that in good years there should be some 
thing to spare to feed a dwindling Reserve. 

The system is economically unsatisfactory, 
as the interest that can be obtained on gilt- 
edged eecorities, in which the vnexpended 
balance of the reserve fund is provisionally 
invested, is little more than 347%. Had this 
money, as it was levied, been expended on 
remonerative works, or had it even been left in 
the hands of the taxpayer, it might have been 
employed to infivitely better advantage, while 
loans incurred as they are wanted might easily 
be made to yield a high retarn, of which some 
3 { or 4% would serve as interest oa stock, 
and the remainder be clear profit. 

Tarning now to the estimates of expen- 
ditare, although the gross increase in. 1 j 
L.EB. 1,240,000, the figure is somew 
ceptive. The financial conditions, which exi 
till 1904,made anything like a scientific system 
of accoants a practical impossibility, and it 
happened in some departments that expendi- 
tare was partially met oat «f receipts, instead 
of being properly brought into account. In the 
budget of 19 5and 1906 most of these anoma- 
lies were swept away, with the resaolt, as |

POWELL-COTTON’S EXPEDITION. 


Major Powell Cotton left Bngland two 
years ago on a journey from the Nile to the 
Zambesi. Uo October 18th, south of Lake 
Albert Edward, Major Cotton bad a bair- 
bresdth escape from a lion which be bad 
wounded. An hour and a half after the beast 
had been shot, when it was thonght that the 
lion was too disabled to move, the party ap- 
proached the animal, which, howaver, suddenly 
sprang oat and seized Major Cotton, fastening 
ite claws in his flssh and eudsavooring to get 
at his head. 

With remarksble conrage two Waganda 
natives roshed ap to the lion, and while one 
beat it with a heavy stick, the other slashed 
it with a bippo hide whip. This drew the lion 
away from his victim, and at that moment 
another native shot it throagh the heart. 
Major Cotton was carefally tended by Captain 
Bastien, Chiet of the Congo Frontier Sarvey, 
and had recovered when the last news left. 
He and Mrs. Cotton were continuing their 
journey south.

Committee for revising 
the taxes. 

10.—New regulations for public security in 
the Eastern Desert. 

11.—Approval of arrétés for modifyiog the 
Mixed Code and procedare and for the ame- 
lioration of the bankraptcy regulations,

Article IV. provides for the eventoality of 
circomstances ari ing ty distarb the status quo 
in Abyssinis, as recognised in Article |. In 
the event of circomstances of the kind arising, 
the three Powers andertaks to do their utmost 
to maintain the integrity of Ethiopia fand 
they will confer with one another with a view 
to safeguarding (') the interests of Great 
Britain and Ezypt in the basin of the Nile 
partioolarly in so faras the control of the 
waters of that river is concerned ; (2) Italy's 
interests in Ethiopia with respect to Brythres, 
Somaliland and Benadir. 

Article 1X. lsys down that railways in 
Abyssinia, west of Addis Abeba, sbal! be con- 
stracted by Great Britain, and that connecting 
Benadir with Erythrea by Italy. The artic'e 
also recognises Great Britain's right to con- 
strnct a railway from British Somaliland across 
Ethiopia to the Sodanese frontier; bat the 
three contracting Goverrments agree rot to 
conatroct railways penetrating Abyssinian 
territory without previous'y coming to an 
agreement.

NOTES FROM LUXOR. 
THE NEW WINTER PALACE, 
( Faom utk SpgectaL CORRESPONDENT. ) 


Lox >r, December 21. 

Well does Luxor merit its name of ‘‘Luksor,” 
or “E! Kosoor,” which signified “I'he Palaces,” 
though its ancient g'o-y, the temple erected by 
Amenopbis I[[. and Rameses I!., is likely to 
be eclipsed by the fatare magnificence of the 
new palace in its vicinity now in the course of 
erection. The history of theancient temp'e 
with its dromoe, obelisks and pylon, is it not 
written with ample detail in every guide-bvok 
and traveller's diary! The story of the latest 
triamph in hotel annale yet remains to be told. 
Bailt within two handred yards of the h‘storic 
monument, its long wings facing close apon the 
river with its magnificent view, this latest 
addition to M. Pagnon’s palaces in Upper 
Egypt is perbaps the finest ant most elaborate. 
ly-schemed hotel within the land of Egypt. 
Facing the river on the west the whole of the 
back of the boilding looks over the garden and 
fertile ground to the moantaingon the Bast, so 
that throoghoot the day the brilliant health. 
giving supshice is pouring ov to the balconies 
aud terraces in either one direction or the 
other. A boge ootstretched horse-sbos ter- 
race built on cvlonnades makes a welcome 
lounge overlooking where Nile steamers have 
their moorings, and doable marble staircases 
lead to the entrance-hall. The internal arrange- 
ments spesk volames for the experience of M. 
Pagoon and his energetic manager, M Lonis 
Schaicb, the latter of whom has been 20 large- 
ly responsible for the suoeess of various of the 
hotels in both Luxor and Assonan. 

Ono the basement floor i+ the fine bar and 
billiard: room with entrance trom hotel and 
oatside and bebind it are the thoosand ard one 
departments given over to the service of the 
hotel. There are store-rooms and wine cellars 
capacious enoagh to stand a siege. Kitchens 
and batchers’ shops, vegetable shops, separate 
soulleries, refrigeratore, linen rooms, eto., all 
built to scale and in accordance with most 
ap-to-date reqairements. Ono the same fi or, 
too, are many bedrooms and handsome sanny 
apertments for the use of ladies’ maide and 
valete as well as the dining-room acoommoda- 
tion for those employed opon the staff. 

The entrance hall is io the centre of the 
boilding and from it leads the wide marble 
staircase to the apper floors. Another large 
lounge leads also ont of it, but well away from 
draught, and where it erjoys the fall blaze of 
the son throngh its enormous windows. The 
masio-room and ladies’ drawing-room arealso 
on this floor, the former giving on to a wide 
exparse of terrace at the back. The handsome 
restanrant with its large windows looks over 
the river, and the readiog and qaiting-rooms 
have also the eame view and the same lox 
arious Boglish fireplaces. 

Oe wing on thia flvor is devoted to badroom 
accommodation, and to every third bedroom 
is a most complete bath and toilette room ; 
while at the end of the long corridor is a well 
planned private suite of apartment, including 
spacious entrance ball, saloon, and three or foer 
good bedrooms. Similar private suites are to be 
fonnd at either end of the corridors on the upper 
floors ; and there are two most loxarious suites 
for princely visitors, one over the entrance,and 
one at the back of the hotel, both ot whioh 
own roomy terraces and every convenience that 
ingenuity can suggest. Néarty all the bedrooms 
are provided with balconies and all the larger 
ones have aleo fireplaces ; and bathreome, ato 
are most conveniently placed. 

The entire hotel is surrounded by & garden, 
and most of the fruit and vegetables are grown 
upon the spot, for not only does the manage- 
ment supply its own reqvirements but sleo 
those of the varioas steamboats which moor 
in its vicinity. When all is completed there 
will be tennis and croquet lawns included - 
and in time the garden will become another 
vieta of beauty like unto that of the adjoining 
Loxor Hote!, which is a riot of gorgeous 
colooring and sweetly scented flowers. An 
annexe is also being built with an engine 
house to supply the electricity, and here also 
will be a model dairy and laundry, besides 
many rooms for the European staff of the 
hotel, private dragomans, and so forth. 

Though still in the hands of the builder, 
the work of this enormous botel, which will 
scoommodate some 200 guests, is fast approach 
ing completion, and it is anticipated that 
within a fortnight the greater part of it wil! 
be ready for oooopation, The staff is on the 
spot; the handsome Boglish farnitare, acres 
f Smyrna carpe‘s, and stores of licen are ever 
now being unpacked and. sorted, while the 
itore-rooms are already replete with their 
varied stock of provisions.

MUSTAPHA PASHA KAMEL AT PARIS. 


The following is the report of the interview 
whieh the Paris correspoudent of the ‘Pal! 
Mall Gizette” had with Mustapha Pasha 
Kamel on Monday week :-— 

Mastapba Kamet Pasha is again iv Pari, 
atayiog at the Hotel des Iles Britanniqnes, 
in the Roe de la Paix. In view of the points 
raised by your Cairo correspondert as to the 
connection between the Khedive and this 
young and energetic chief of the Egyptian 
Nationalist movement, I thoaght to ask the 
latter for some explanation. ‘Maetapba Pasha 
war, as asual, earrounded by a group of 
Egyptians and a French journalist or two. 
Io a loll in the conversation, which ranged 
over the world’s politics from the Obarch 
crisis in France to the Emperor William's 
geetate in dismissing the Reichstag, I asked : 
“What are your exsct relations with the 
Kbedive !’ ‘I have no telations, either dficial, 
‘fliciease,’ or personal, with’ the Khedive,” 
said Mastaphs. “Some time ago } used 
viet his Highness’ when he expressed sugh 
a dasireor when | had something to submit 
to him. Bat, seeing that the Kbedive wished 
to stand well with the King of Bagland and 
the Boglish Government, I considered ft my 
doty to keep away from him. His e.emies 
would not have hesitated to say, ‘He is well 
with the English Gévernment and at the same 
time with the Byyptian petriote, who demand 
the evacaation of Egypt and the performance 
ot Britieh engagements. | readlved, ‘then, to 
break with the Khedive, and in a conversa- 
tion with brim at Divonne in Acgast, 1904, I 
explained to‘tris Highness the necessity of ocon- 
tioving my work independently of him. [t wae 
not a defection, bat an act of necessity, as. 
soring tranquillity to the Khedive and good 
relations with Lord Cromer. 

The Pasha and the Court. 

“Aftee my retaen to Egypt in Ostober,1904, 
I rendered my decision public in a letter to 
the Khedive. Since theo | have never thonght 
of approaching his Highness or of going to the 
Court. I consider that the National Eyzyptian 
movement has no need of any help except 
from those who serve it. A man who is hungry 
or thirsty does not want to be enconraged 
to ask for meat or drink. In like manner, 
the Ezyptians d» not need encouragement 
in demanding liberty and a Constitation. 

“At the moment when the Khedive was in 
such excellent relations with the King and 
the E.gli-h Government, the National move- 
ment was following its coarse without the 
least obstacle. That proves its independence 
and the stupid character of the calamnies 
launched against us by our enemiss. It is 
incontestable that the Khedive coald only 
congratulate himself at tha realisation of onr 
prgramme, for his throue would bs more lid 
as the froe Sovereign of a free people ; bat,

“You onght to understand one thing. Since 
the affair cf Tabab the Khedive is no longer 
‘perrons grata’ with the Bnglish. In official 
circles they reproach him with not having 
marched boldly against the Saltan in this 
frontier affair, and, on the other hand, he ‘s 
not forgiven for having gone to Constantinople 
after the difficulty was solved, aud of having 
affirmed that nothing was changed in the rela- 
tions of Egypt with Turkey. 

“Then the affair with Denishwai also came 
to widen the breach. His Highness was moch 
grieved that his subjects should have been 
beaten and hanged in his name, withoot the 
English authorities taking the trouble to ask 
bim it be wished to pardon them or not. 

“Por two years in succession the Khedive 
has‘ bees present at a teview of Boglish trooys 
before fhe Palace of Abdeén, on the occasion 
of King Bdwerd’s birthday: This year, in con- 
sequence of the feast of BI Ramadan, calling 
him to Alexandria, he was not able to go to 
Oniro for the review. This abseioe was inter- 
preted’ by many person ag beisg premeditated, 
For these reason@ hat arisen the saspicion that 
the Khedite had ‘secretly sobventioved the 
Nationalist party and that he bas sdvanced 
for my new journnl. The Levantines, 
all Egypt regtrd as introders, have 
profited by the situation to make Lord Grcmer 
and the Gorrespondent of the “Times” believe 
that d have been subventioned by the Khe 
dive.” 

Kame! Parha referred to the fact that he 
had published the names of the shareholders 
inthe “Egyptian Standard’ Ocmpany, whieb 
nombeted thirty two! Sach publication proves, 
he declared’ the sincerity of the patriotic 
party. The capital of the company was LE. 
20,000. Since their aim was refdrm’ and 
liberty, it was not sarptising thst every one 
sympathised with the dovemént in Egypt. 


No Princes Concerned, 


I asked the Director of the “Ezyptian Stan. 
dard” whether some of the Pridoes were not 
lesgoed with his party. “Ob, no, abeoletély no,” 
he ssid. “I regret it, for their sekes. Not’ one 
of them soncerne bimeelf with polities. Perhaps 
they woald show thomselves on the stage if 
Egypt had a Conatitation; bat, with absolate 
power im the hands of Lord Cromer, they may 
fear for thair material interests.” 

Mustapha Kamel Pasha began to speak of 
the real objacts of the “Egyptian Standard.” 
It will preach the actonomy of Egypt sach as 
has been recognised by Imperial firmans and 
international treaties. It will claim a liberal 
Constitation and protest azainst injastice. [t 
will aim; also, to remove the misanderstandings 
between Ezyptians and Earopeans, will work 
for union, and to sustain the oppressed of any 
religion or nationslity. The Denishwai affair 
and the sccusation of fanaticiam brough 
against the Bgyptians has showo, Mostaphs 
Pasha teliéver, the absolate necessity for such 
an organ, which will be edited in Bog'ish and 
French.

I'he second ordinary general meeting of the 
Corporation of Western Egypt, Limited, was 


held on Saturday week at the registered ¢ floes | 


of tha corporation, 115, Victoria street, West 
minster, London, 8. W., Major-Gaveral Sir 
J bo C. Ardagh, K.C.M.G., K.C.LE, C.B., RE 
(the chairman), presiding 

The Secretary (Mr. Alfred W. Deering, 
P.C.18.) read the notice convening the meeting 
and the report cf the anditora. 

The Chairman said ; In rising to move the 
adoption of the report and accounts now in 
your bands. and which, | presome, you will 
accept as read, 1 will express to you my trnet 
that the confidence hitherto accorded the board 
may coatinoe te be reposed in it now that it 
has besn enlarged by the inclusion of myself 
and Mr. Dames Longworth, a very large 
shareholder, who has had great experience in 
the management of landed estates, and whose 
counsels | have no doubt will prove of great 
value to usin the management of the affairs 
of the corporation. T he sacoess attendant opon 
the promotion of land companies in Egypt is 
ope of the most striking of recent financial 
phenomena ; bat I beg you to note that, where- 
as most of these companies—even the most 
soccessful have paid a heavy price per feddan 
for the acqauisitien of their lands, we, on the 
other band, being early in the field, have 
secored our immense grants, aggregating no 
less ‘than: 600\000 feddans of oaltivable land, 
at a price which, even if we omit altogether 
the important railway and mineral rights also 
incladed in the purchase price, does not work 
oot af more then 5s. 7d. per feddan In other 
words, had we been capitalised ov the same 
basie as the companies! refer to, the necessary 
capital would have ron into mary millious of 
poonds A glance at oor balancesheet will 
show that, the cost of oar lands being almost 
a nominal amount per feddan, we have been 
able to devote large some to railway construc 
tion, and so secore a tangib'e asset of very 
great valoe—a value greatly enhanced by the 
Government guarantee of interest in connec 
tion with it. I think you must have felt, io 
reading the report, thatan emimently satisfac 
tory amount of work has been effected during 
the year onder review.

You will realise that the necessary railway 
expenditaore is well laid out when you reflect 
upon the importance of the line in its bearing 
apex the lands now. in proces of development 
This completion of the railway will render 
there lands saleable at prices which shoold 
give an immensé return opon the capital ex- 
pended-—a retoro, too, practically assured 
when the oasia ie reascbed by the railway and 
sales of the new lands are commenced Yon 
have, doubtless, read with interest the state- 
ment on land valaes made by Mr. Beadne!! 
and printed at the end of the report. This 
statement, based upon expert knowledge,shows 
that we had greatly underrated the saleable 
value of the lands.

miles. ‘The amonnt expended to dat» on lard 


| development is some £40,000. In addition to

‘I'o enm up 
the situation, | may desoribe your affisiraias 
being in & most promisisg condition, with 
every prospect of terminating with more than 
ordinary promptitode that initial staga inse- 
parable from the conduct of operations of 
this magnitade, and we have every reason to 
believe that the fioancial reward to as—Isayns 
becanse the board are, | think | may say, in- 
dividaally as interested as any persons in the 
success of this undertaking, bo'ding between 
them many thonsands of shares—the financial 
reward to us wll be fally eqaal to our ex 
pectations, and will amply jastify our mataal 
confidence in ths eaterprisa. [ confileitly trast 
that when next wa meet you this happy stage 
in oar corporate existence will have arrived. 
[beg to movethe adoption of the report and 
accounts.

Mr. Heatoa-Armstrong, M-P., the chairman 
of tha Oases Syadicate, stated that the new 
shares woald be issoed shortly, and that the 
Oasis Syndicate,which bad met the corporation 
in a very liberal manner, bsd volantarily fore 
gone all rights to their oall of the prevent com 
pany’s capital at par, and that, consequently, the 
whole premiam cf the new issue woald go jto 
the direct banefit of the oorporation. This,: it 
was hoped, woald make the forthoom ng isane 
as big 8 sao.ess as the original issae, whibh 
was subscribed several times over.

EGY PTOLOGICAL NOTES. 


ee 


HELIOPOLIS, 


The Belgian Government has sent the well- 
known Egyptologist, M. Capart, to Bgypt to 
make investigations at Heliopolie.. The inten. 
tion of the mission is probably to find the 
necropolis of sacred animals, the site of which 
is anknown. For the resesrehes made thus far 
there have not proved altogether satisfactory, 
possibly becaose they were incomplete. Pi-Ra, 
or Oo, was the Egyptian name of Heliopolis, 
which was a Greek translation. The city which 
sorrounded the temple stood a little to the 
north of Matarieh ; the obelisk, ‘still standing, 
is a vestige of it, and the eqaare of rains 
aroand are supposed to mark the balwarks of 
the city. The temple of Rs was the most 
ancient and most celebrated; the earliest 
Pharaohs built a road thither; and their 
departare from Memphis was signalled to the 
priests by a beacon fire, on the «walt of the 
capital, which was repested by » wateher on 
the Mokattam hilla—the first known practical 
ose of telegraphy, several thonsand yease 
betore the Siege of Troy. 

The temple, which Herodetas describes and 
Strabo. mentions, was enlarged by successive 
Pharaohs, like that of Thebss It was ap- 
proached by an avenue of sphinxesrand till the 
18th ocentary there was a sphinx of red gra- 
nite, bat this bas disappeared. The obeliske 
have also departed. One stands on the Hippo- 
drome of Constantinople,another adorne Reme, 
that which remains at Heliopolis bears the 
cartonche of Osertesen, and ie 4,700 years 
old. The temple probably soffered by. the 
Hyksos invasion, oot of many others, Cam- 
byses giving it the coup de gréxe by barning 
it. When the Child Jesas flad thither 865 
idols were said to have fallen into the:dost. 
Bat what tended more than anything else 
to obliterate it was the ose the neighbouring 
villages made of it as a qoarry. 

The god to be first worshipped at Helio- 
polis was Atoma, the sun b-fore its rising, 
then came the worship of Ra, the body of 
the san, Aton,. the solar disco, and Sha, son 
of Rs. Apis was also adored, as also the 
ball Maevia, the incarnation of Ra. 

The Phoix, flying thither every five 
hondredth year, alighted on a pyre of myrth 
and fragrant wood, to rise again on the third 
day, andgo Kast. 

The importance of the college of priests 
of Heliopolis was dae to their profound 
knowledge of astronomy, that formed so 
large @ part ot Egyptian religion—s know- 
ledge which surprises even modern scientists. 
The fame of Heliopolis weat beyond Ezypt, 
and among others who came thither to seek 
wisdom was Plato. 

Manetho, the historian to whom we owe 
the table of the Egyptian Kings, wae a 
priest of Heliopolis |The discovery therefore 
of the necropoli of the priests and of the 
ball Moevis is of otmost importance. Professor 
Sciaparelli has been tong engaged in attempt- 
ing to solve this problem, bat no more than 
two empty sarcophagi ot the bull Muevis have 
been found. 


ARMY AND NAVY. 


(From ovr own CORRESPONDENT.) 


London, December 15. 

Lieutenant @. B. Hobart, York and Lan- 
caster Regiment, has been formally seconded 
for service with the Khedive's Army. He joined 
the York and Lanoasters in August, 1900, and 
for a considerable time was attached to the 
Chinese Regiment at Wei-hai-wei. 

Lientenant E W. Macdonald, King’s Own 
Scottish Borderers, has been promoted to the 
rank of captain, viee Me jorS. Campbell Johnston, 
promoted. Captain Macdonald was appointed 
to “my Uuole Toby's” old regimeot in May, 
1898, and served with the let Battalion in the 
Kharki War, including the operations in 
Orange Free State, the actions of Paardeberg, 
Poplar Grove, Karree Siding, Vet River, Zand 
Riveri; in the Transvaal, the actions of Johan- 
nesburg, Pretoria, Zilikat’s Nek, Viakfontien, 
aod other affairs east and west of the Trane vaal 
capital (Queen's medal with three olasps, 
King's medal with two olaspe). 

Over a dcazen sabalterns of the Army Ser- 
vice Corps have jast received their triple stare, 
amongst them being Lieutenant P. R. Napier, 
who has been latterly stationed at Khsrtoam. 
Captsin Napier entered the Scottish Rifles a 
few months before the outb-eak of the Boer 
War, and was attached to the Army Service 
Corps in the cimpaign of 1901-02, and was 
traneforred to the latter corps at the eon- 
clusion of the war (Queen's medal with two 
olasp ). 

One of the most extraordirary features of the 
préseut administration is the deferring of ship- 
building until the Hogue Conference meets t> 
atter its well-worn platitudes. Ifthe counsels 
of the Cor ference come to nought, England 
will find herself lamentably behind in war 
ship bailding, owing to the fact that Ger 
many, our future foe, and Franos, not to 
mention Roasia, are feverishly pa+hing on their 
schemes That the efficiency of our first, and 
practically culy line of defence shoa'd await 
on the delibera ions of an irresponsible body is 
in itself a condemvation of the po'icy parseed 
hy the Government in the name of ac »nomvy.

This depends artly upon the month in 
which you leave a t, for Cairo in January 
may be a little warmer than the Riviera, and 
possibly not so warn as Sicily, but in March 
it will be warmer than Rome, and more un 
formly warm than many other places in Europe 
Many people leave Egypt far too early in the 
year, for as a rule the weather in Apmnil and 
May 1s perfect The waritnest place to go to 
on leaving Egypt is Sicily 

Some will want to take inte consideration 
the number of days to be spent at sea, and we 
therefore subjoin a list showing the time oc 
cupied on each of the various rontes between 
Egypt and the Continent of Europe. 


SICILY. 


The direct route to Sicily is by the Florio 
Rubattino Co's steamers, which leave Alex 
andra weekly for MESSINA, where one takes 
train to TAORMINA, oné of the most charin- 
ing and popular places on the island. Giardini 
is the station at which to alight, and the drive 
up to Taormina is most delightful, ocen pying 
about one hour. In and around the town is 
much to interest the visitor The theatre is of 
Greek origin, but restored under the Romans. 
CATANIA is the starting place for the ascent 
of Etna, and here also is a fine Cathedral. The 
Greek, Koman, and Saracenic remains that 
are found all over the island, are an endless 
source of pleasure. SYRACUSE has an 
interesting history, having been a (reek 
city, which was designed by Demosthenes in 
B.C. 413, and taken by the Romans in pe 212, 
when Archimedes was slain — his tomb is to be 
seen. The cathedral was once an ancient pagan 
temple. PALERMO, with about 300,000 
inhabitants, is the capital of the Island, and 
enjoys @ deligthful climate. Much of interest 
is to be found in this fine city The Palazzo 
Reale is of Saracenic origin and close to it the 
church of S. Giovannia degli Erimiti with its 
pe eieine cloisters. The Cathedral, Moseum, 

itanie Gardens, Villa Giulia and Royal Park 
are also worth a visit 


CENTRAL ITALY. 


The fine steamers of the North German 
Lloyd leave Alexandria every Wednesday 
during the season for Naples, the voyage 
being only 3 days. 

NAPLES is also reached in 10 hours from 
Palermo by the Florio Rubattino Co.'s steam 
ers, which leave daily. One cannot approach 
Naples or leave it withont wishing to explore 
some of its islands, besides the lovely lunes 
on its bay—Castellamare and Sorrento. The 
small steamer that takes you to Sorrento [you 
can drive too} will take you on to Capri 

From Naples to ROME is a train journey of 
but five hours All who can will devote at 
least one week to visiting the many historical 
| interesting portions of the Kternal City, 


ana 
whose charms and beauties are too well-known 
to need comment here. 

leaving the Eternal City with much regret, 
a railway journey of five hours brings you to 
FLAYRENCE, where another week can well be 
spent admiring the City of Flowers and its 
surrounding country. In Florence itself the 
churches and galleries are of absorbing inte 
rest, whilst the local promenades and excor 
sions should not be omitted. 7'he Cascine is 
the most attractive and fashionable promenade 
in Florence, whilst the Viale dei Colli, one of 
the finest walks in Europe, opened 35 years 
ago, goes winding up through the hills a 
distance of four miles. The most delightful 
excursion outside Florence is that to Vallom 
brosa, with its Monastery 3,300 feet above the 
sea level. This is made first by ordinary train 
from Florence to St. Kllero, thence by cog 
wheel railway to Saltino. The ascent through 
groves of oaks takes an hour, and most 
striking panoramas are unfolded to view. 

PISA is easily reached from Florence in 
about 2 hours; here there is a fine Cathedral 
and the Leaning Tower. A stay of at least one 
night should if possible be made in order to 
enjoy the view ire the Campanile at sunset 

VIAREGGIO. One of the most delightful 
places on the Italian Riviera near Pisa and on 
the main line from Rome to Cienoa. It is a 
very convenient half way house between Egypt 
and England, and where living is reasonable 
and the air and surroundings exceptionally 
good 


NORTHERN ITALY. 


GENOA (La Superba). The most 
picturesq: e and interesting city in Italy, with 
the record of having one of the lowest 
death averages of European cities and a 
phenomenally equable temperature— warm in 
winter and deliciougly cool breezes from the 
surrounding mountains and the Mediterranean 
in summer 

T'he patriarchal home cf Italy's most an 
cient nobility, whose palaces, gardens, and 
famous collections of statuary, frescoes and 
paintings, are a constant delight to thousands 
of travellers who annually sojonrn in Genoa. 
Then there are the superbly decorated medie- 
val chorches containing exquisite marble 
calumns and historical paintings, and the ix 
comparable Campo Santa filled with its won 
derful tombs. 

From Genoa to Milan is a matter of only 
three hours by rail 

MILAN is a good centre for NorthernIta ly 
before making the tonr of the Lakes. ‘The 
Cathedral is the principal attraction, with its 
beautiful windows illustrating the History of 
the Bible. The public gardens and the monu 
mental cemetery are also worth a visit 

Between Bologna and Milan and only an 
hoor ardabalf from Milan is SALSOMAG 
GIORE, a renowned health resort on account 
of its thermal springs. change trains at Borgo 
San Dumino and in half-an-hour you are at 
Salsomagyiore.
